“Airdrome construction this year 
will equal in extent that of last 
year,” the prime minister disclosed. 
“The present number of 1,700 aire 

planes now in use in the training 
plan will be increased to well over 
4,000 before the end of the year.” 
| ASKs CAREFUL SAVING 

The 25 new squadrons to be sent 
overseas this year from the train- 
ing schools will be identified as 
Canadian but will be equipped and 
maintained by the United Kingdom. 

In addition to these, “many 
thousand more young Canadians 
who are graduates of the plan” 
would go overseas to take their 
place with those from other do- 
minions and the United Kingdom.
